Complete resumption of building ac- 
tivities in Chicago tomorrow was her- 
alded last night when representatives 
of the Carpenters’ District council 
reached a tentative agreement on work- 
ing rules with representatives of the 
Associated.

The only point of difference between 
the contractors and the union men at 
the end of the conference was section 3 
of the famous article 3, the main bone 
of contention of the whole controversy, 
the article excluding all millwork made 
‘in nonunion mills.

Gunman Slain | 


| by Policeman 
After a Battle 


Leonard Banks, a well known police 
character, was shot, and killed shortly 
after 1 o’clock this morning by Police- 
man John McMahan of the Warren 
avenue station.§ 

McMahan encountered the gunman 
at Lake street and Campbell avenue. 
Banks was drunk and shouting, Mc- 
Mahan said. He told Banks to guiet | 
down and go home. 

The officer went on down the street 
and Banks followed. As McMahan 
started into the Warren avenue station | 
Banks, who was about fifteen feet 
away, drew a pistol and fired three 
shots, one shot passing between the 
policeman’s legs, another ripping the 
shoulder of his blouse, and a third clip- 
ping a button from his sleeve. 

‘McMahan thereupon returned the 
fire. Banks fell with the first bullet. 
McMahan fired five others. Officer 
Tyomas Kelliher ran from the patrol 
barn and emptied his revolver into the 
figure lying in the street. 

Seized as Whisky Thief. 

Banks was known to the police as a 
gunman and bank robber. He was ar- 
rested in April as a suspect in, the 
$500,000 mail robbery at the Twelfth 
Street’ station, but witnesses failed to 
identify him. On June 1 he was seized 
in a warehouse at 844 North Wells 
street. He was armed with a long bar- 
reled revolver, and his two companions 
were also heavily armed. The three 
men were taken after a fight with de- 
tectives. 

The detectives found the robbers had 
cut their way through the basement 
of the warehouse and had taken fifty- 
five cases of whisky owned by Charles 
Appel, manager of the North Bite Tur- 
ner hall.

year to life—in December, 1917. But

Says Boy Threatened Suicide. | 

“ Orville had threatene@ to commit 
suigide,” said Bert De Vore, who was 
in charge of the boy. “He was put 
in the guardhouse on the third floor 
of a building. He climbed through a 
window and got up onto a roof. 

“IT went up after him. He slid down 
the rain pipe safely. Then he ran 
away. My brother, Charles, and I 
pursued him. He climbed into a small 
tree and either fell er jumped from 
it. He did not seem much hurt. He 
walked back with us to the school. 
Suddenly he toppled over.” 

Mr. Smith declares the boy jumped 
from the tree after saying, “I'll kill 
myself,” and that he fell on his back

FANATICISM OR REFORM? 


Congressman Volstead, who was author of the 
drastic act applying the eighteenth amendment, 
chews tobacco. At least that is the assertion of 
certain wags who have recently called his attention 
to a specimen containing a percentage of tartar 
emetic. 7 
Mr. Volstead has pot publicly denied the habit 
and a great many people will ponder the matter 
with some sense of the irony of law making. A leg- 
islator who wishes to make punishable the prescrib- 
ing of beer by a physician who believes it will 
benefit a patient is found to be.given to the con- 
sumption of a drug and to a practice which can 
hardly be justified from either’the standpoint of the 
victim’s health or that of public comfort.” 

We do not care to labor the point. We ourselves 
think tobacco chewing is unpleasant if not dele- 
terious. If we were of the extremist prohibitionists 
we should demand a law prohibiting any one from 
indulging the habit. But the Volstead incident is 
worth noting as one of the many signs that the 
fanatical extremes of teetotalism are breeding a 
widespread reaction. The resignation of the chief 
counsel to the federal prohibition commission is a 
plain: portent. Mr. Van Buren is a prohibitionist 
and he reports that “ from all over the country pro- 
fessional and business men, ardent supporters of 
prohibition against beverage liquor, generous con- 
tributors to the cause and among the driest of 
the drys, protest f&igainst further encroachment 
upon rights guaranteed in the pursuit of lawful 
occupations.” 

The tri@&h of the situation is thus very clearly 
summarized. Fanaticism cannot be accepted by the 
American peeple and will not be. But it is a hand- 
ful of fanatics who are now dictating legislation 
under the eighteenth amendment, Mr. Van Buren 


protests against the further curtailment of personal | 


liberty by these “ abusive and ruthless restrictions “ 
and he will be supported not only by opponents on 
principle of prohibition but by every believer in its 
expediency who can see beyond the tip of his nose. 
The passage by the house of representatives of the 
bill prohibiting tmiedical prescription of wine or beer 
will not strengthen the cighteenth amendment. 

The economic and social benefits of prohibition 
are undeniable, although many Americans believe 
they are purchased at a price too high from the 
viewpoint of the principle of individual freedom and 
responsibility. But a majority of the American 
people are in all probability favorable to a trial of 
its merits and, if they are found to outweigh objec- 
tions, will approve its permanent establishment as 
a principle of social well being. 

But this does not satisfy either the fanatic or 
the professional agitator, whose occupation would 
be gone, in this field at least, if prohibition should be 
adjusted to public opinion and should thus cease to 
be an issue for propaganda and legislation.

MEXICAN RELATIONS. 


Secretary Hughes, it is reported, wf continue 
to insist that President Obregon’s government 
enter into a treaty with us definitely pledging the 
recognition of vested rights of Americans in Mex- 
ico. This is to be a prerequisite to formal recogni- 
tion of the Obregon régime. 

We learn of President Obregon’s intention 
through a statement in the Mexican press. It 
would seem to include the passing of a statute 
defining the provision of the constitution of 1917 
in question as nonretroactive. Informal comment 
from our state department sources asserts that 
this will not be accepted in lieu of a treaty. 

Tue TRIBUNE confesses a certain lack of -excite- 
ment over these diplomatic negotiations. In them- 
selves they assure nothing. Whether the consti- 
tution of 1917 means one thing or the other, 
whether the promised statute is more than a form 


of words, whether the treaty on which Secretary

than a scrap of paper, time and events alone will 
tell. President Obregon might sign on the dotted 
line and mean all he subscribed to, and yet to- 
morrow the fickle gusts of Mexican politics might 
blow -him into oblivion and his successor might 
find it pleasant or profitable to light his cigaret 
with treaty, statute, or constitution. 

We should then find ourselvés where we were 
yesterday, where we are today, where we shall be 
tomorrow, namely, confronted by the actual po- 
litical conditions of Mexico. These have not yet 
reached the stage of stabilization upon which we 
edn predicate continuing responsibility. That can 
only come when one of two things happens. Either 
a ruler liké Porfirio Diaz must seize and hold 
power or the Mexican people must develop political 
intelligence and a @ontinuing sense of responsi- 
bility. The former may have arrived with 
Obregon, or may arrive tomorrow with a suc- 
cessor. The latter is an affair of long experience 
and of a measure of general education and en- 
lightenment which is not near. 

We shall only deceive ourselves if we pay much 
attention to diplomatic agreements with this or 
any other Mexican government,,assuming, as we 
are naively apt to do, that they rest upon a solid 
basis of national purpose. It is our opinion, speak- 
ing frankly, that Mexico will not get a solid footing 
for modern progress toward national responsibility 
until the United States has been compelled to 
intervene directly in her higher affairs and to keep

widely heralded, but of large numbers of gub- 
marines, destroyers, and aircraft. 

With aerial activities almost entirely limited to 
the two and one-half years since the armistice, 
Japan already has three air squadrons of six hydro- 
airplanes each in commission in the navy; and is 
rushing a program providing for fifteen such 
squadrons. One hundred British aviation experts, 
in addition to a number of French, have been en- 
gaged as instructors of Japanese flying cadets. 
German experts in the manufacture and use of sub- 
marine devices also are at work on high pay. 
from the Japanese government. 

Factories as well as purchasing departments are 
busily adding to the store of Japanese aerial and 
submarine equipment. A new airdrome in-connec- , 
tion with the navy is to be completed and put into 
commission within a few days. 

While this activity is going on in Japan, our 
army is being reduced to 150,000 men and our 
flavy personnel to a little more than 100,000. These 
reductions are made on the plea of a national de- 


Japan is preparing. For what? For war. We 
cannot legitimately protest at that. But we can 
prepare ourselves’ to render Japagese preparations 
useless against us. In view of Japanese activities 
that is a clear duty.
